REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The IDS 
filed 5-27-03 has been reviewed. Lee, et al. (US 2001/0001501 A1) discloses HSG, 
dielectric, and WN wherein the HSG has been exposed to PH3 or NH3. Lee, et al does 
not teach the limitation of in situ exposure to a reducing environment. In paragraph 
[0046] RTN is disclosed to form a silicon nitride on the HSG surface. There is no 
suggestion that this step is carried out in situ. Lee discloses a CVD chamber and a 
chamber for the RTN process (paragraph [0050]} Park, et al. (US 6,087,257) discloses 
WNx. Hintermaier, et al. (US 6,1 00,1 87) discloses a W layer which is reacted with CH4 
or NH3 or PH3 or B2H6.
